(|NRNB)-(RANS) At the end of the Spring Campaign of this year* it was 
ajgreed by most military experts that the Alliance of Europe* s position 
wjas not a good one.

(NRNB)~ (LIVERPOOL) The Alliance of Europe wheeled around and hit England with 
a crushing blow in the rear as Alliance Armies poured onto the beaohes near 
Liverpool. Admiral Jacqueline again brought his spectacular naval genius into 
play as the Iberian and Belgian Armies were convoyed from ports in Spain to 
England.

TUBKEY JOINS NEW UNION OP EURASIA. » . * (GOTE) -(Moscow) Leaders of Russia, 
England, and Turkey mefc at request of Priaier Tahdzik in Moscow and formed 
th£ Union of Eurasia (UofE) , Tahdzik outlined the causes which led to his dec 
laration of war against the AofE* 1, .Turkey was forced to cut diplomatic rela- 
tions with the AofE because the Alliance had shown "propensities towards the 
prune-faced sheep of Austria-Hungary :r 2. The great battle in which Turkey was 
victorious in the Pall of 1905 was not mentioned in the USURPER 22, because o: 
supposed AofE control of the paper* Tah&siSs stated that this x*as "an outland- 
ish display of Alliance attempts to keep the news of victory from the masses. 
3. In the Spring of 190& "Alfonso promised that the Turkish fleet in the Ionia 
would not be attacked. Yet, in the Pall of the same year the Italian fleet 
harbored in Apulia bombarded the unwary Turkish fleet in a grave war provoca- 
tionwhich resulted in the sinking of a Turkish ship and the death of Lte Boo- 
gil^ra who had just recovered from a heart transplant in Constantinople. The 
attack was a direct attempt to kill any potential support which the fleet 
might offer to the attack on Greece. It would have succeeded if the Turkish 
fleet under Admiral Krykog in the E. Mediterranean hadn't lent support to 
silent the guns of Apulia * Tahdzik praised Krykog as being the foremost naval 
commander of Europe. Krykog was quoted as saying "When I meet Jacqueline I 
will spit in his face and then he will realise that he is only a pagan pussy 
compared to me!"
